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This is the first official report on work begun in Nunaka Valley in February, 1959, with 
the formation of Sunday School and the conducting of evening services, The Sunday School 
has grown since that time to an enrollment of over 60 with attendances consistently 
running above 25 and as high as 50. Since late July the services have been held in the 
Board-owned manse property. Beginning in mid-September, worship services were conducted 
at 9:30 a.m. with attendance varying from 5 to 12. This is about what was attending in 
the spring in the evening. To date there has been little intensive calling other than 
that done by Miss Olive Fisher on her Parish visitation prior to her leaving July 31. 


The major burden of the work has been carried out by Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd Ruliffson in 
whose home services were initially held. They have almost single-handedly supervised 
the Sunday School, maintained the building, giving generously of time and money to pro- 
vide nemessary equipment. Mrs. Ruliffson is now endeavoring to do visitation in the 
housing area as will the Pastor when time permits. Throughout the winter of 1959-60 

we hope to develop a nucleus of interested people so that a full-time minister may 
move ahead on his arrival. 
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Major activity for consideration during the month of November was a discussion regarding 
consolidation of our church with Woodland Park, At every group meeting possible this 
was explained by one of the officers or the pastor in order to acquaint the entire con- 
gregation with what was involved. The congregation met on the last Sunday of the month 
and voted unanimously in favor of the consolidation and relocation which that would re- 
quire, 

A small number gathered Sunday evenings for an Inquirers' Class which was a sharing to- 
gether informally of ideas about the church. Some of these are potentia] church members, 
others are long-time members wanting to learn more or having questions they wanted 
answered. We plan to hold this periodically during the year. | 

Probably the strongest gains numerically in the activities of the church have been by 
the church-sponsored Cub Pack which one of our new members, John Lawrence, is. spear- 
heading. They now have 41 boys from this area.

Visitation by Mrs. Ruliffson on families in the Valley has resulted in 

some fine contacts and new attendants at church. I see little or nor possibility 
of the pastor doing intensive calling in the area because of the new church plans 
at Faith. I shall try to follow up those who show some interest as far as possible. 
With about three good families to serve as a nucleus much more could be done. We 
have one such family and a good prospect in a newly-found family there. We are 
hoping the Sunday School Christmas Program will be an evangelistic opportunity to 
reach families not now coming or acquainted with the church. 
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Services continued through the month in Nunaka Valley with some increase in adult 
participation and a continued increase in the Sunday School enrollment. At the end of 
the year that enrollment had reached 72 with attendances as noted from 46 to 52. A 
Christmas program was presented in the Elementary School providing an opportunity to 
reach several of the parents who had not before attended any services. Several of these 
expressed interest and hopefulness in the plans for a church but also expressed their 
own problems of attending services under present conditions with several pre-school 
children in their families. Some of these are trying to work out this problem. Major 
responsibility in visitation and guidance of the work continues to rest with Mrs. Lila 


sea oe Sunday School Superintendent and Faith Church Elder designated to supervise 
e work. bi 
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The month of December, as is customary, focussed everyone's attention on Christmas 
observances, Early in the month groups of Sunday School children were photographed and 
recorded, as this year's Sunday School program involved slides and recordings. It was 
the plan that in this way families could, in a large measure, sit together during the 
program. This plan worked out fairly well. 

The month saw continuatibnn of illnesses, particularly of childben, which had its 
effect on attendance. This, coupled with other factors, brought an abnormally low 
attendance throughout the month. Christmas Eve Service was held at 7:30 this year 
rather than at a later hour as in other years, again in order that young children 
could be able to attend with their families. 

it was necessary for Mrs. Campbell to leave during the month because of illness 
in the family. On December 11 at a special meeting of Yukon Presbytery general approval 
was given the request of Faith and Woodland Park churches for consolidation at a future 
time, 
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The main activity of the month was the Congregational meeting held Sunday night 

January 18, (I would have preferred another night but they have been having them then.) 

We completed all the business and included a short message. In other years these 
meetings have continued a second or third evening. Along with the election of officers 
the financial report for 1958 was received (see attached copy) and the 1959 budget was 
adopted (see attached copy). Note in the budget that our pledge to the Board has been 


raised from $6000 to $7000 for this year, The pledges came in better than was expected 


and the budget was increased $1000 over the proposed budget of December, Also approved 


at this meeting was a request. for an indefinite amount of aid from the Board of Nationsek 
Missions, Our Goals for the new year were summed up in a theme verse: Phil. 1:21a. 
I have begun a new members class for young people with 18 present at the first one. 
I have been gratified with their knowledge of the Bible and understanding of the basic 
truth of the Christian Faith. The work done in Christian Education through the Sunday 
School, Youth Groups, and £Aécin the home has been effective in spite of many handicaps. 
For the last two weeks of the month the Assembly of God Church had a series of 
evangelistic meetings. Many of our people attended some of them. Much préssyre was 
| exerted and many of them went forward. At the end of the meetings an open invitation 
. for baptism was given and 18 of our members were immersed. Samuel and I expect to call 
on these to see what their intentions are concerning their future relationship with 
the Presbyterian church, All but about four of them were fringe, rather inactive members, 
For those and others who expect to attend there regularly the Session will give letters 
of transfer. We hope that this will help the faithful Presbyterians to realize that 
they need to be loyal to their church and that to take part in the Assembly activities 
means a definite and complete.change of Churches. 
Many showed their loyalty to the Presbyterian Church by not attending these 
meetings after repeated invitations from some of their adherants, 
n the maintenance end of the work the Griest Room has been completed: wall paper 
put on, the book cases put in, the floor sanded and varnished, and the furnature 
in.

Twelve people came forward to rededicate their lives to the Lord or seeking the help of the 
Elders with some problem or sin, Again with the session's approval the following week I brought 
&@ message comparing the doctrines of the Assembly of God and Presbyterians. It was a lbng 
one but many expressed their appreciation of this message. he vo 
Because of the meetings at the Assembly Church many have for the first time sensed a 
difference between the two churches and have declared their loyalty to the Presbyterian Church. 
Several months ago the Geneva Fellowship asked to lead Prayer Meeting once a month. 
The Session granted their request and they have done a fine job. Now each week more of the 
younger adults are taking an active part in giving testimonies. Attendance has grown quite 
a bit and the meetings are getting longer. 
For four Monday evenings I had special training meetings for the new Elders and Deacons 
who were ordained and installed Feb. 22. We discussed the Westminster Confession of Faith, 
the Form of Government, and some duties of their offices. 
Along with the 12 decisions mentioned above there were three who confessed faith in 
Christ for the first time Fédédiédet and three who expressed a desire for rededication, It is 
Thrilling to see these fruits of the Lord's works among the people here, 
Since the middle of November Samuel has been meeting with us for two hours a week to help 
us get started on Inupiat. We have gone through Roy's book and have many of the words for 
general conversation. Since we started flying the Arctie Messenger again we will concentrate 
on learning what we haye studéed with less meeting together. We have a long way to go. 
The last week of February we got the airplane ready to fly. The day I was heating it fer 
-a short test hop a dog team arrived from Meade River saying one of the men was too sick to 
travel by dog team and wanted me to go for him. We had just enough time to get there before 
dark. He was resting well then so we waited until morning before starting back, With some 
| anti-biotics and rest he recovered from what could have developed into pneumonia. There were 
| eight adults and two children in Meade River. We had a service together. Only a little coal 
| is being mined this year so few have gone out to work. i 
We had some warm weather late in February so Samuel and George brought in our summer 
drinking water ice. We hiered two men to put it ifi the ice house. Also, in the line of 
maintenance the lights in Marsh Spense Hall were moved and new guards for them were made 
by Sam Talaak. 
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aks . dramatic event of the month was the overinght camp-out by the Arctic Messanger 
TUES any es from Umiat because of engine failure. The newspapers made much more out of 

, an it really was. We were safe, comfortable, and in radio contact with help all the 
time, It was just a mattér of sitting tight until help came. (A full report has been sent 
to New York and Juneau.) The engine has been repaired and the plane flown to Barrow, 

There was a significant change in the handling of local funds. The Trustees elected 
one of their number, Warren Matumiak, as Church Treasurer. This was approved by the Session. 
He handles the books and makes out the checks for all the local offerings. This is a 
big job I am glad to see in the hands of a responsible Eskimo. The Trustees also now 
require two signatures on all checks written on the church accounts. I still hold all the 
special accounts which were carried before. 

The decision was made to try the youth material prepared by the Christian Service 
Workers Bureau for all three youth groups. Since coming here I have been concerned becAuse 
Presbykids, Polar Cross Bearers, and Westminster Fellowship seemed to be mostly games with 
very little instruction and very little training in leadership. Last fall George tried 
the Westminster Fellowship Kit for this year. We found that it is geared to social 
problems and discussions far removed from Barrow and that as with the Sunday School 
material it was over there heads to discuss. We are beginning with the new material in 
April. There will still be games but the devotional program will be lengthened to at 
least and hour of each meeting. George Johnson continues with W.F., Samuel with Polar é 
Bearers, and myself with Presbykids. 

The Holy Week services were well attended and we had a very blessed day on Easter. 

The men in the National Guard were gone from the village between Marc 15 and 29th. 
Most of them were back for the 11:00 a.m. service and the rest were here for the one in 
the evening. Méyf Along with the return of these men George Wood and his family came in 
from the Colville Delta where they live and several others came home tool 

With 467 in the Sanctuary Easter Sunday Evening about twenty people stood even after 
all the chairs and benches were brought to the sanctuary. The four pews on order will be 
greatly appretiated. We could also use more folding chairs for Sunday School. 

The Session has decided that Bible School in Barrow this year will be June 15 to 26. 

The material to be used is that published by Scripture Press. 
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The oldest Elder of the Utkeagvik Presbyterian Church, George Leavitt, went to h%s 
eternal reward on April 10th. He was at the Native Hospital in Anchorage under observation 
when he died unexpectedly. He served his Lord and his church faithfulally for many years, 
He had been ordained an Elder in 1912. He had been active until January 1958 when he 
retired on the rotation system. There was some doubt as to when his body would arrive in 
Barrow so I left for Presbytery April 13. Samuel conducted the memorial service for 
him on April 14, : 

A great tragedy struck the village in a fire that took the lives of a whole family: 
Willie & Virginia Nayakik and their six children. This was on April 28th. The day before 
I had flown Samuel to Barter Island. They notified me there and I réturned to Barrow 
leaving Samuel behind. I went back to Barter Island April 30 but arrived too late to 
hold a service. 

That evening Samuel and I talked with Herman, Isaam Akootchook, and Harold Kaveolook 
until quite late. Several Assembly of God missionaries have visited there recently but 
have not caused the confusion that existe in Barrow. To encourage them in their loyalty 
to the Presbyterian Church we discussed building plans for a house and church. A site 
was chogsen for the church property and tentative plans made for acquiring the land. 

The DEW Line site at Barter will provide the foundation pilings and most of the materials 
for the sub-floor of the house are available there. I also told them that I would ask the 
Poors of Nationa} Miseions to consider sending en Eskime pester there by the fall of 

1960 to divide his time between Barter and Anaktuvuk Pass, Between the two vialages we 
have over 120 members. The Christians at Barter are hungry for a well-rounded spiritual 
diet and this is the only way they can get it. An estimate of the cost @f materials 

for the house will be prepared in September. There is a possibility that arrangements 

can be made to transport them from Barrow by the DEW Line service barges. 

Barbara, Sara Lynn, and I flew to Anchorage and back for Presbytery meeting. Roy 

Ahmaogak went with us. We found the meetings very helpful, interesting, and inspiring. 
It was our first opportunity to become acquainted with the total program of our Church 
in Alaska. Having had this opportunity I am sure we have a better grasp of the whole 

picture and where the Arctic work fits in. 

We had another new members class for adults in Barrow after Easter. Seven of the 
11 who attended joined. The others will join after Whaling season is over. These men 
were already out on the ice. 

The six young people Samuel had prepared for church membership at Anaktuvuk Pass 
were received at the communion service conducted by Roy and myself on the way home from 
Presbytery April 21. As we were warming the plane for the return to Barrow Robert 
Paneak, a boy of 15 yrs., came up to me and said "When are you coming back? I Want to

During the first week of the month the quarterly news letter, The Arctic Herald, 
was prepared and mailed. A copy is enclosed. 

The second and third weeks were spent in preparation for Vacation Bible School 
teachers"kick off"dinner and week of training. The dinner was held Tuesday May 26th, 
Only about half as many teachers as needed came to the dinner. Many of the young 
people Back from Sheldon Jackson came to be helpers, They are making an excellent 
contribution to the work. Teacher training for VBS will be held June 8 to 12 and 
the classes of DVBS will be held June 15 to 26 witha closing program the 28 th. 

Arrangements were made for a new engine to be installed in the Arctic Messenger 
III June 1 and 2 at Clay Center, Kansas. I left Barrow with the plane f Wednesday, 

May 27. Bad weather kept me from getting through Anaktuvuk Pass util the afternoon of 
the 28th. That night was spent with John Bartholomew of Tok Junction. The following day 
brought me to Ft. Nelson after flying through some light rain showers. Another half day 
was lost because of weather there. That evening about dusk I arrived at Edmundton. 
The Lord gave an excellent flying day Sunday and in ten hours flying time I went to 
North Plate, Nebraska. Monday,June first, I took off at 5:50 A.M. and arrived at 
Clay Center, Kansas, at 7:55. The men were to go to work on the plane at 8:00, It was 
most unusual to fly from the Brooks Range all the way to Nebraska and only loose a 
half day of flying because of weather. I was very thankful to the Lord for His 
protection and provisions for this trip. 

aplain Paul Maurer of the DEW Line supplied the pulpit of Barrow for the 
English’ services the last Sunday of May and the first Sunday of June. I appreciated 
very much his help. 
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The Alaska Seminar under the direction of Dr. Jackman visited Barrow July 8th. and 
9th, They were greeted by fog upon arrival and experienced the very rapid change’ that 
often takes place in weather here. The afternoon and evening of the 8th. were mild and 
there was some sunshing. The next morning brought 40 mile per hour winds to wisk them 
on their way down the coast, 

The group had lunch and dinner at the church with tea during the afternoon at 
different Eskimo homes. The Adult and Youth Choirs presented a music festival. Thef/#¢ 
choir was disappointed that they only gave a medioker’ performance. Following the 
service we enjoyed a reception given by the Geneva Fellowship for our thirty guests. 

Even though their visit represented a lot of work I am sure the benefit to the 
churches outside and to the individuals who came made every effort more than wotth while. 

We also had Miss Jeannette Harrington and Mr. Joe Elkins visit Barrow in July. They 
spent two very full days with us. The first afternoon I took them in the mission plane 
to visit Samuel who was camping with several other families gbout 40 miles from the 
village (His first full month vacation since coming to work for the mission). They were 
delighted to get some pictures of seal hunting, a typical Eskimo summer camp, and of 
Samuel and his family. That evening the Geneva Fellowship was having its annyal picnic 
down the coast so Yoe took some pictures of their departure by boat. Then we flew over 
them én route to get some others. That evening he also got some pictures of the Fortyniners 
and Eskimo dances. The next day we went to Wainwright where Roy was holding Bible School. 
On the way back we ran into fog about three miles south of Barrow. We landed on the ocean 
by another Eskimo summer camp. I put the plane on a lagoon there and we hiered the Eskimo 
to bring us to Barrow in his skin boat. Jeannette and Joe were good sports and took the 
whole thing with a smile. Later that evening we looked at over 100 slides and turned in. 
Refreshed after the nights rest they boarded the Wien plane forppints South. 

We were happy to give them these two-days because only an finformed church can really 
be a giving, praying, supporting Church. We pray that the information they secured will 
be of great value in the total ministry of our Presbyterian Church not only in Barrow 
but also in the total mission program. * 

During the last two weeks of July Fred Hauman was in Barter Island conducting 
Bible School. He led one department and Mary Ann Rexford with the help of another girl 
led the other. Mary Ann will be Junior at S.J. next year. Together they had about 35 
children and young people. Fred also preached both Sundays he was there. I made two trips 
to Barter Island with the Arctic Messenger and held two wervices there also. One was a 
communion service at which six children were Baptized and two members were received. 

Since I was unable to take Dr. Jackman and John Stokes to Anaktuvuk Pass to dedicate 
the chapel July 8 th. I spent the following Sunday there while Fred and Samuel took: the 
services at Barrow. ; ;

es ye first week of the month was spent at Clay Center, Kansas, while a new engine 
ing installed in the mission plane, and in the return trip to Fairbanks. The 
plane was left there to have the floats installed because there was no place to land 
on wheels at Barrow. Fred Hauman, who joined me at Clay Center came with me in the 
Arctic Messenger III to Fairbanks and both of us came on to Barrow on Wien June 8th, 
Samuel had already started the week of Bible School Teacher Training the day 
before we arrived. Fred immediately took over the Jr. Hi. Dept. teachers and did an 
excellent job. There were about*25 teachers present.each afternoon. aR, 
VBS began Monday, June 15 and continued through June 26th. We had five departments 
this year: Nursery (5 yr. olds) with 40 enrolled. Zssembly was held upstairs in the Igaloo 
Beginner(6-7 Yrs.) with 90 enrodled. It met in Marsh - Spense Hall. 
Primary (8-9) with 84 enrolled. It met in a borrowed 20' x 40' hospital tent. 
Junior (10-12 yrs.) with 105 enrolled. It met in the Sanctuary & adjoining rooms. 
Jr. Hi. (13-15 yrs.) with 31 enrolled. It met in the front room of the manse. 
The Total Enrollment was 370 pupils and 33 teachers and helpers. 
The four younger departments had Eskimo Supts. who did a most unusual job. I am 
very much encouraged with the ability of many of them to take a big job and be 
responsible for getting it done well. 
Donna Petersen, a Wheaton College Student, arrived in Barrow to help with the mission 
work June 8th. She helped in the Nursery Dept. She also teaches a Sunday School class 
and is a big help to Barbara with the house work. She will be leaving August 19,th. 
Scripture Press materials sere used. Work on Bible School for this year began too 
late to order many sample materials and make a decision from them. The decision to use 
Scripture Press was based on a study Bill made in 1956 in which he narrowed the materials 


da 5 to two and used Gospel Light. We used Scr. Press instead because we get 10% off through 
the Fellowship Book store. An effoet will be made to use our Presby. materials next 
year. 


The size of VBS this year again impresses on us the great need for better Chr. Ed. 
facilities. I still feel that a new manse should be built as soon as péssible so the 
old one could be used for Chr. Ed.

I 
especially appreciated the time and effort given by Brian and John. 

On Saturday evening after retutning to the Pass the Elders there felt it was time 
that offerings were taken in order to give the people an opportunity to support the 
work of the Lord among them. At the service later that evening I gave a message on 
Christian giving and outlined the plans for receiving the offerings and their use 
as they become part of the total offerings of the Barrow Church.

In early.September Rev. Kapner of the Assembly of God Church of Barrow visited Barter 
Island and caused considerable disturbance. Since his visit about 15 people have been 
meeting each evening at Fred Gordon's home and did not attend either of the services 
when I visited the island October 13 to 15. Kapner has encouraged them to plan for building 
their own chapel and to pray for an Assembly of God Missionary who might be able to live 
on the Island as soon as next September, 
I had several conversations with Fred Gordon about the need for unity among the 

Christians on Barter seeking his cooperation so that at least when I visit he could forgo 
his services and encourage all to worship together. He thought I-was trying to‘s%op him 
from holding services gf altogether. We parted friends, 

I talked with two other men who are associated with the splinter group about the 
Scripture references to unity among Christians and the fact that God hates"those who cause 
discord among the bretheren" They readily understood and have promised to continue their 
worship and service for the Lord with the Presbyterian Group as well as with the other. 

I feel that with the help of these men our chapel building program will go forward and 
Will be the means of bringing greater unity among the people there. again. 

I have made arrangements for Roy Anmaogak to visit Barter Island November 9 to 11. He will 
travel both ways on the DEW Line planes. Since several of the people involved at Barter 
were orighnally from Wainwright I think this personal contact with him will be of great help. 

Since the weather was bad I went to Barter Island on the DEW Line. On the return trip 
I spent two days at POW 2 and help one service there. One ‘of our Eskimo families has moved 
into a small house near POW 2 because the husband works there, I had a very good evening 
With them. Most of their fellowshi e recordings from Barrow an 


is through ta 
I xsited Meade River October 31 on the way to Wainwright with Samuel. There are now four 
families living there. They have not been holding services since both elders now liven in. 
Barrow, We took a copy of Teaching The Word of Truth by Donald G. Barnhouse and asked them 
to use this as their weekly study guide. Samuel discussed the book with three of the people 
and they were quite enthusiastic about studying it. I also left a copy of Today for each 
family to use. 
In Barrow the final plans were made for our Spiritual Emphasis Week November 1 to 8, 
The offerings taken at the meetings are to be dvided evenly between Roy and the Barter

Spiritual Emphasis Week was a very rich blessing to the people of Barrow. Roy brought 
all of his messages in Inupiat and the response was excellent. There were 56 who responded 
to the invitations at the close of the services of which three were first time professions 
of faith in Christ. The others had spiritual problems they wanted to discuss with the 
elders. Many had been convicted of sins in their lives and came to rededicate themselves 
to Christ. Many others besides these coming forward also expressed their appreciation for 
these meetings. Bey made 41 calls in the village during the week usually with an Elder. 

The Elders served as personal workers. This year I also talked briefly with each Sne who 

came forward and had prayer with them. The offerings were divided between Roy and the Barter - 
Island Chapel Building Fund. They came to’ $300.68. Twenty of this went to the Janitor and 
$140.34 to each of the above, . a . 

Two things have been added to the church program as a result of these meetings: Many 
again came forward because of a drinking preblem. Since these meetings I have met each 
Friday evening with those seeking help in overcoming this temptation. Only three or four 
have been there any one Friday but twelve or more have attended at least once. We are 
learning Scripture verses that tell how to overcome temptation and praying together. It has 
been of great help to those who come. 

The other addition to the program is the histing of Daily Scripture readings in the 
bulletin. Many expressed a need for help in spiritual growth, I felt this was a good way to 
remind them each Sunday during announcements that they need to read their Bibles and have 
private prayer daily. They centinue to use The Upper Room for family worship. Some are also 
using Today. J d t: 

In November I started a series of studies on CHILD DISCIPLINE AND TRAINING at the 


Geneva Fellowship meetings. At the first one we considered a definition of Christian 
Child Discipline and the need for it among Barrow Children, The segond week we considered 


methods of applying this discipline. Since the problem is aggrivated by the large number of 
chiddren in the Eskimo families the third week I had Dr. WZ Walter, the M.D. at the govt. 
hospital and a Methodist licensed lay preacher, speak to them about the conception, growth 
and birth of a child including some information on family planning. He did an excellent job 
and offered his help to particular couples desiring to plan their families. The final meeting 
to be hel@ in Dec. will be led by the local dentist discussing an important area of child 
training and discipline. in Teeth Care, 
Roy Ahmaogak visited Barter Island the second week of November. He was a big help in 
strengthening our loyal Bresbyterian people. I was disappointed that he did not seek out 
Simon Tagarook and discuss his fixation on Last Things. Simon avoided him. It seems now that 
there will be two groups continuing on Barter - 15 Assembly folks and 60 Presbyterians.

Pledges were reseived at the evening service December 6th. The following week calling 
cards were made out for the remainder of the members who were called on by the officers of 
of the church. Total pledges toward current receipts and benevolences amounted to 
$11,095.76 which is about $2,000 less than last year. However, separate building fund 
pledges toward the new manse beyond the above figure amounted to $4,353.80. This brought 
an increase of about $2,000 total pledges over last year. I feel this represents a great 
advance in stewardship because since September of last year employment has been the 
lowest it has been since the Navy arrived in 1945, The loose offerings for 1959 were 
about $2,000. If employment picks up above normal next summer this amount for 1960 for 
loose offerings could be doubled. 

Because of the lew employment since September our weekly offerings have been about 
$50.00 below avemage each week. Because of this the total amount sent in as field 
receipts will only total $5;225 rather than the $6,000 which was pledged at the beginning 
of the year. ; 

In December I had Samuel bring the entire evening message one Sunday. We discussed 
the message together and then he gave it along with a chalk drawing on paper. We felt this 
would make better use of the message time in the service for more thorough teaching. Since 
many people in prayer meeting have been saying that they are now saved for the first time 
and they are now going to try to keep # saved by clean living Samuel's message was directed 
toward correcting these false ideas concerning faith and works. His message was very effectiv 
with seven responding to the invitation to come forward, Once each month from now on I. will 
have him give the whole medsage at the evening service. He is an especially gifted speaker 
in his own language and should have more opportunity to use this gift. 

We had several work days putting down the floring in the middle room and painting the 
walls and ceiling the first coat, I have ordered paint for the final coat and linoleum for 
thef floor with money from the mission box clothing sold recently. We should have this last

The Month of February was notable because of the many cases of 
influenza that had people in bed or confined to their homes, This 
seems to have passed now and things are back on a more even keel. 

One of our best Eskimo families Had a very sad experience in learning 
that the father of the family had an in-cureable case of stomach cancer. 
It was explained by the Doctor that it was m bad that it could not be 
operated on. Since that time and after much prayer by all the Eskimo 
people and whites alike that operation has been preformed and he is 
getting better. The Dostis warns that this recovery may be temporary. 

Several of our people who were out of work have found jobs and 
the unemployment situation is somewhat alleviated. The weather during 
February was quite mild and helped a lot with the fuel problem. 

We praise the Lord that a spirit of fellowship and brotherly 
love prevailes throughout our Eskimo People. if it was hot for the 
help that each gives to the other,things would be pretty tough. 

It was a good month in spite of the draw backs. We look forward 
to March with antieipation and a feeling that there are greater 
things to come. 
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I really believe there is nothing that gives me such a thrill 
as the response that is received when we call for prayer in our 
midweek meetings. There is no hesitation at all. They just start 
right in praying and do not sbop until a goodly number have prayed. 
I cannot help but contrast our meetings with those of the white 
group that mee’ at the same time in another part of the church. 

In that group as a general rule only the leader prays. What a 
difference in the fellowship. I thank the Lord that the Eskimo 
people are a participating groypy rather than just spectators. 


March is the month of dog sled racing and as quite a few of 
the Eskimo's are very much intrested in these races, we do notice a 
lag in the attendence. I do notice though, that those who attend the 
races also attend the evening service of worship if they have missed 
our afternoon service. 


As I work with the Eskimo's I learn more and more about their 
ways: an discover how deep their love really goes. They have a 
passive expression that in no way reveal¢és true feelings. It is 
a pleasure to work with them. 
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We were privil@ged on April 5 to hold the evening service in our 

with the Eskimo's singing as a choir and the girls from 
Hospitality House furnishing some special music. We were asked by the 
people to have evening Service once a month with lots of singing 
as we used to have. I really wonder if all our pastors realize 
how much the song service means to most people. I always feel that 
a good Hymn Sing really prepares the heart for worship. 


Monday 13 we had a memorial service in memory of Eskimo Elder 
George Levett from Barrow who had died in the Hospital in Anchorage. 
Two of His daughters live in Fairbanks and were unable to go to the 
funeral. 


April was again a big month for me as it. was my privilege to attend 

the meeting of Yukon Presbytery in’ Anchorage. These meetings are 

always very interesting and a ¥XEK¥E means to help toward a great Spiritual 
upkift. The Spirit of fellowship in these meetings is wonderful. 


This was-a busy month but a wonderful month with almost more going on than 
could be taken care of but we thank God that we are given the chance to 
do what we can jn our work here and pray that through our efforts 

Some may come to know our Lord in a more personal7y way. May His 

will be done.

It is a very high celling andquite an undertaking but several 
turned out to the work party and much was accomplished. Two work 
partyes later we saw the finished product and the result was indeed 
worth theeffort. The women of the village furnished lunch (sand- 
wiches and coffee) which was much appre@iated. 4 


It was a good month and fonce again I must say that it is good to be 
in the service of our Lord. 
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June was a month of sorrow and a month of Joy. One of our most loved 
Eskimo families lost the head of their household in death June 10, 1959. 
Clarence E. Ahnupkana, a member of our Church and a very fine Christian, 
lost his life from cancer after a short illness. On June 7, 1959 as 

he lay close to death in the Hospital, with many of his friends around 
him, he used almost the last of his strength to witness for his Lord 
Jesus Christ. He éncouraged everyone to draw close to the Lord and 

not to grow tired in following after Him. To those who were following 
the Lord he incouraged them not to be weary in well doing, but rather 
to continually witness for the Lord and to lead others in the path of 
His rithteousness. To those who had fallen away he urged that they 
might rededicate their lives to Christ. He prayed that they might 

come to know the Lord even as he kn@w Him. There was a handclasp and 

a few words concerning their friendship for every one there. 

Clarence finished his talking with these words: "wheather I live or Dee , 
it is the Lords will and I am ready." I could not help but think 
of the Apostle Paul and how he said, "For the me to live is Christ, and 
to die is gain.™ 


The Fynergl of Clarence was well attended by all with whom he had come 
in contact, Eskimo and white alike. He had become a respected man in 
the comunity. ; 


On June 14 we had a picnic and our worship service at Harding Lake 
Camp. It was well attended and everyone had a good time. There 
was Swimming, games, and fun for all. All expressed a desire to 
have another Picnic of a like nature soon. 
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It was a blessing indeed when Brian Cleworth arrived to serve as pastor 
of our Church. It was nice to have him attend our Eskimo service and 
introduce him to the Eskimo people. Wé@ ask God's Blessing upon him 

and his family as they start this new ministry. 


I took a short vacation from July 15 to 21 and the family and I went 
up the Chena river on a fishing and camping trip. The weather was: 
in our favorand we had a good time catching lots of fish. A&so 

it was a relaxing time which was welcomed by mother and dad. 


We have started a combined prayer group instead of seperate ones. 
Brian and I are both a bit concerned as the Last two meetings there 
were no Eskimo's at all. They really do injoy their own meetings 
and I think they may have to be started again soon. 


Our worship and Sunday school attendence is holding up much better 
this summer than it did last. I do look for a slump during hunting 
season though. Winter meat means a lot to the Eskimo's and they 
must not H® be blamed fo. making every effort to get what the Lord 
has provided for them — 
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August always marks the beginning of hunting season and as usual «tilled 
it also marks the dropping off of attendence at our Sunday School and 
Worship Service. There are already repogrts coming in and from all 
indications the hunt should be very successful. 


Billy Tegoseak has been accepted as a high school freshman at Sheldon 
Jackson and will be going away from home for the first time. He is 
very excited about it and is lookingfdrward to this experience with 
lots of enthusiasm. Also Tommy Akvakana is entering as a high sdhool 
freshman. Tommy is the son of Rex, our Eskimo Elder. We are all look- 
ing forward and expecting great things from these two fine young men. 
Meeting 
Our combined prayer/\is very noticeable by its absence of Eskimo's, " 
As; soon as hunting season is over we plan to again seperate the two 
groups in hopes: that an increase will be showen. 


Te wild berry season and lots of our Eskimo people are out gathering 
berries. Some of them go into the bush country with their tents amd 
do not come back until they have enough berries for the winter season. 


To lead these people in the way of the Lord is really a great privilage. 
I only hope and pray that what we teach and what wedo will always be 
pleasing in the sight of the Lord. 
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Several of our Eskimo families have left Fairbanks for their old homes. 
It certainly makes a big difference in our services. We are in hopes 
that we can gain some new ones soon to fill the gap left by those who 
have left. 


The hunting season was guite successful and almost everyone has some 
meat to start into the cold weather with. Moose season is over now 
and only Caribou and birds are in season. Some of the Eskimo's are 
still hunting but the big portion of the people are through for the 
season. 


It has been noticed that some of the Pentecostal groups are working 
very hard on our Eskimo's. They have not been very successful in 
getting them to change their place of worship, but they have been 
successful in confusing some of them. The Eskimo's are not as far 
removed from their old customs as we smmmkiin some times: think they 
ar@. We have to keep reminding ourselves that there is only one 
short generation between them and many of the old superstitions 

and beliefs. The emotional practices in many of the Pentecostal 
services have a tendency to upset and confuse the thinking of our 
Eskimo's. Pray with me that the Lord will instruct them through 
the Holy Spirit and that with our help and guidence they maycontinue 
to grow in their faith, and to so follw the Lord that thgy may have 
no occasion for stumbling, Amen.

Dr. J. Earl Jackman's: visit to our parish and the wonderful 
training we received in Evangelism is indeed the high point of this 
months activities. It was good tod to meet Rev. William Ms Pritchard 
Jr. who has taken over the post'of Ass't. Sec. that was teft vacant 
when Rev. Brian Cleworth accepted a call to First Church Fairbanks. 


We have again started our Eskimo prayer meetings. The first meeting 
was held on Oct. 14 and was attenéed by onl y four. The next two meetings 
were better attended however and we look for grow#th in this department. 


It has been decided again that we will annual Christmas Pagent. 
This year it will be given to the public again and will be show 
in the main sanctuary of our church. It will be at 7:30 on December 
20—-the Sunday before Christmas. This always acts as a stimulané to 
our Eskimo members: and our accomplishments are greater because of it. 


The death caused by an accidental digcharge of a rifle, in 
Barrow, was a cause of much sorrow and grief. The Eskimo people are 
so intermarried that when something happens to one it is a cause 
of concern for all. Many left here to attend the funeral services 
in Barrow. 


We need to pray with out ceasing for our E,kimo young people. 
We have one or two of them in jail all the time for one thing or another. 
We still have the high rate of unwed mothers that we have had for some 
time. I do not know what else to do except to pray and look to the 
Lord for guidence, With His help, maybe some day we will be able to 
do something to help them.

November was a month of many meetings. Congregational 
meeting, Session meeting, and all the meetings connected 
with our every member canvass. I sometimes think we do 
too much meeting and not enough ministering. 

Although our prayer meeting of the 12th was only attended 
by two, yet the others were much better and I look forward 
with anticipation and to each prayer meeting because they 
are such a fine spirit of fellowship and study. The Eskimo 
people really do lots of praying; 

After Thanksgiving We started our practice for the 
Eskimo Christmas Pageant. The Eskimo's really love to do 
this and it is a pleasure for me'to direct them in it. 

They strive so hard to live the part they are playing. 
Or should I say they try hard to make the part live again. 

We are making preperations for a Christmas party and 
if every thing goes as planned it will really be a busy month 
in Decémber. 

Will you please pray with mm for a moral uplift in 
the lives of our native peoplei They have so much to 
learn and to understand. May The Lord give then knowledge 
of a better way of life. 
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December was indeed a full month. Every move was pointed towa rd 
our Christmas activities. All the practice sessions for the Christmas 
Pageant were well attended and cooperation was good. The Children 
worked hard for their Sunday school programy. 

We held an Eskimo party for children and grown ups alike on 
Friday the 18th. in Fellowship hall. About 85 were there and 
every one enjoyed themsel¥@s completely. There were candy and 
nuts plus an apple for every one. 

On Sunday Evening of the 20th. we held our annual Sunday Church 
school program and Eskimo Christmas Pageant. There was present the 
largest crowd we have had to one of our programs. Of course 
we were all thrilled when every thing went off smoothly. 

On Monday Evening Dec. 21 we were all up in the studio of 
T.V. Station KTVF to put our pageant on the air with a live broadcast. 

It was a grand month. We all had a good time but were glad of 
the chance to relax when it was all over. 

So far this year the Eskimo's have been in better shape XXMKKMEEXE 
financially than any time since I have been close to them. They 
all seem to have some kind of income, even though small, to carry 
them through the winter. I only hope it may continue. 

I thank the Lord for the fine help we have in our Eskimo program 
here. 
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The NUCYG group at the University is following the same pattern as in past years, The group 
made up mostly of freshman always seems to run out of gas after Xmas and the beginning of the 
spring semester, Trying to operate an interdenom, group seems to me to be more susceptible 
to this than a group with strong denominational ties, We are still meeting but the attendance 
is radically different than earlier in the fall. Other organizations (non-relig) are having 
the same problems so I do not feel toodistrubed by this, 


The congregational meeting on Jan, 11 was very well attended, I think the vacancy of First 
Church has been a good stimulus to some people here to get their shoulder a little more 


firmly behind the wheel—they have not been bashful about expressing their fears that I would 
leave, . ‘

Because of the emergency leave to go home at the death of my father I did not return to

The following week was spent getting caught up and prepared for camp the week of the 15th

Our Jr, Camp at Harding Lake was very successful, We had 38 campers and 6 adult staff, 
With the exception of two women all were ministers in the Presby, (Heckel, Munro, Bartholomew 
and myself) - 


The VCS here had an average attendance of 97, We did not advertise much because we seemed 
to have more than usual difficulty recruiting teachers, This is the second time we have 
used this part of the 3 year cycle of VCS Faith and Life materials and it is very good. 

We had some fine help the last week in the person of Miss Bernandine Thompson from First 
Church Berkeley, I have said repeatedly since Miss Miriam Henderson came up in 1956 that 
this is the kind of summer program which provides the greatest help to the Churches in Alaska 
for the least money of any (ihe one single program, While they teach or superviee the 

VCS inthe mornings they also can and do teacher training in the evenings, If we could be 
assured of such a person like either of these women (not a professional DCE from some large 
church) the churches in one part of the Presbytery at least could schedule their VC Schools 
so that she dould get to take part in a maximum number in addition to helping with the 
girls in the Presbytery summer camps, In the camping program a major problem is always to 
get sufficient women counsellors, 


Summer attendance has been very close to previous years, a few less than 57, a few more than 
1956 and 1958, ter 1h,

The University fall semester began and our church is once againmwell filled with 
students, The University student Bible Class meeting at the Sunday Church School 
hour averages the first two weeks at 8 in attendance, Plans were made to have the 
first meeting of the W,stminster Fellowship (UPY) Sunday evening, October 4, For 
the first time I have received the willing backing of the session for a denominat— 
ionally identified group. I could have forced it in previous years but they had 
to see for themsselves that the day is not yet for an interdenominational student 
group.
